Texan Goes to’ Forbidden 
House and Induces Girl to 
Accompany Him. 


‘HE COMES BACK ALONE 


Returns in Machine and Shoots 
Her Father Five Times at 
His Threshold.

FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 3.—After 
5S. D. Williams had refused to permit 
his daugnter to murry J. C. Woodall, 
the rejected suitor today killed Wil- 
liams, and then killed himself when he 
was about to be arrested after a run- 
ning fight with police. 

Woodall had first taken the girl down- 
town in a taxicab and had left her at 
a hotel, his object apparently being to 
prevent her witnessing the tragedy. 

Woodall, who was a fireman on the 
Texas & Pacific Railway, had been a 
sultor for Miss Dovie Williams’ hand 
for several months. 

The girl's father determinedly opposed} 
the match, and last week had forbidden |

When Woodall got out. he went into the 
house. 

Woodall advanced to the front dour 
and fired into the house, wounding Wil- 
liams slightly. The older man ran out 
on the porch, and before he could fire 
Woodall had shot him four times. He 
fell to the floor dead: * 

Ran Back Toward Hotel. 

Woodall then ran back to the motor 
car, but the chauffeur had abandonetf 
it ‘when the shooting began. Unable 
to start it, Woodall started to run down 
the street toward the hotel where he 
had left Miss Williams. 

Two policemen came in sight. Wood; 
all stopped and reloaded his revolver. 
He started to run again, but as the 
policemen were gaining on him, stopped 
and fired four shots at them. Neither 
was hit. He then fired his last shot into 
his own head, fell ‘to the street and died. 

Miss Williams is prostrated by the 
tragedy ‘and cannot make a statement.

Hadley, dis- 
patches said, threatened to call a special 
session of the Legislature to pass new 
liquor regulation laws, which would he 


even more objectionable to the dealers. 

“Gov. Hadley did not have an a 
ment with the liquor dealers that this 
law would not be contested,” said Judge 
Fuile. “There was another bill, to which 
the liquor dealers did not object, that 
they told him they would not contest, 
put that bill did. not come up for pas- 
Buge. 

Another Bll Was Meant. 

“T do not see how the Governor can 

gay there Was an agreement about this 
lawAibecause he must recall that before 
he signed ithe received from the law 
firm of Johnson, Rule & Allen, of which 
i am a member,'a brief pointing out the 
| provisions of the law which we consid-. 
ered unconstitutional, and the reason 
why we thought he ought not to sign it. 
He had this brief before he signed the 
bill. ' : 
“This captenely showld have given him 
information that the liquor dealers did 
not intend to submit to the tax witout 
a contest; even if he had had an er- 
roneous impression that there was an 
agreement ef some kind.

The Governor's reported threat of an 
extre. session te enact further liquor reg- 
ulation measures has aroused the whole- 
sale liquor dealers. The Governor gave 
out a statement in Jefferson City, in 
which> he said@he would “take steps 
along some line that will produce satis- 
factory results and the vers. of this 
just licanse tax.” 

More Rigid Regulation, 

This statement. is construed as direct 
thréat that the Governor will call a 
special] session if the tax, law is con- 
tested, 

Dispatches s&y the Governor is con- 
fident the law will not be attacked, as 
he believes the Hiquor dealers fear an- 
other contest in the Legislature when 
the doors might be thrown open. for 
prohibition legislation, or ¢ven more 
rigid regulation than is now in force. 

The Governor’s statement does not 
contain a mention of @ special session, 
but dispatches say those who are close 
to him at the capital say his threat 
ig in earnest. |

ment, in a new telegram to the Post- 


Dispatch: 
“T never saw Judge Rule or had any 
communication with him in reference to 
the wholesale liquor dealers’ license 
law.

To answer the second: question firs 
the mariner who finds his latitud 
in the northern hemisphtre ,to be % 
degrees knows he canbe nowher: 
else than at the North Pole. Th: 
astronomer will tell you that to any- 
one standing at the North Pole the 
sup rises and sets only once a year—_ 
six months daylight, six monthe 
night, mitigated only by a lit@e’ twi- 
light at, the beginning of @ pe- 
riod of awful gioom, broken by oc- 
casienal moonlight or aurora. 

The pole is truly a unique spot on 
the globe. Cook, standing there, 
faced due south, whichever way he 
looked, He was more than twenty 
miles nearer the center of the earth 
than if he stood at the equator. His 
weight was greater than anywhere 
elee on the surface of the globe. A 
plumbline in hie hand pointed ver- 
tically upward to the pole of the 
heavens around which all etars re- 
volve.

“Of course he. knows how to use @ 
transit and sextant, but I do not think 
that he has devoted sufficient time te 
the science to be able to anticipate his 
expedition by a series of such elaborate 
calculations as would be necessary had 
he intended to perpetrate such a decep- 
tion, 

“Iiwill say frankly that { do not re 
gard myself as able to- prepare such a 
set of figures. I haraly believe that 
any scientist could do this with any 
confident hope that me effort would not 
be discovered. 

Accuracy Mey Be a Trap. 

“Assume for the moment that Dr. 
Cook had prepared all his data before 
hand. Granted that né may be a man 
‘of expert knowledge of astronomical 
ealculations. The observations which 
he would prepare undoubtedly would 
be marked with the greatest accuracy. 
Such accuracy in itself would prejudice 
the scientifie world against the asser- 
tions of Dr. Cook that he has reached 
the pole. 

“From all the information that has 
reached us it is apparent that Dr, Cook 
was traveling in extremely lighs march- 
ing order. The instruments he had 
most probably consisted of 9 sex. 
tant, @ compass andé a transit; under 
the conditions thet existed when 





Will not be found sufficient, I believe, 
to throw the calculations of the ez- 
piorer out of line. -Possible errors made 
from. one point of observailon can 
readily bé-checked by the. figures regis.

"4 feel the utmost confidence thai the 
records which Dr, Cook will bring back 
with him will tell a story which the 
Scientists are now awaiting with eager- 
ness as plainly as if he had been under 
constant espionage.
